ooking back, I find it hard to believe that I actually 
entered college so totally unaware of the crying 
need for violent social reform in the rotten dec- 
adent world I'd always held so dear. True, I 
had seen drunks and derelicts sprawled in the gutters 
of the Bowery during Sunday morning walks with my 
father, and I remember vaguely sensing that these poor 
unfortunates were not reaping their per capita share of 
the Gross National Product . . . but Dad, whom I had 
neurotically taken as a father-figure, had filled my child- 
ish mind with the stereotyped reactionary alibi that one 
must work in order to enjoy the fruits of his labor. He'd 
quickly glossed over the obvious fact that many of these 
sodden lumps we stepped on were victims of minority 
group prejudices: Baptists, Immigrants from the Mid- 
West, Political Middle-Of-The-Roaders . . . everything 
my father feared and hated.

construction of super-highways, and (3) Kick the Okla- 
homa Aggies out of the Missouri Valley Conference. 

Much remains to be done, but through Tanya I 
have learned anti-social behavior, and now feel secure 
in the knowledge that when there are new bridges to 
cross, I will not hesitate to burn them behind me and
